When wood is treated by Mr. Hanna's process 
the cells which form its tissue are subjected to a 
chemical change, with the result that the wood ac- 
quires the properties of wrought iron, or, to speak more exactly, of one 
of the softer metals, without losing any of the properties that make 
wood valuable for so many purposes. A board of the wood treated 
by the Hanna process looks like any other board, but it can be beaten 
into any shape desired, just as a piece of wrought iron is beaten on an 
anvil. This alone is of untold value to the civilized world, for a car- 
penter, for example, who has a short, chunky piece of wood, and wants 
a long, slim piece, need only take his hammer and pound the wood to 
any size or shape desired. He can twist and bend it as he chooses. 
Another wonderful property of the new wood is that it can be
